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Some Vital: Points Concerning the ‘Threatened: Breaking Up of the Lines 
of ‘the Southern: Pacific Company 


The following statement, issued by Mr. 
Sproule June 20th, supplements his state- 
ment of June 12, 1922, “The Threatened 
Disruption of Southern Pacific Lines:” 


ITH reference to explanation 
V V of Mr. Carl R, Gray, Presi- 

dent, Union Pacific, of the 
desire of the Union Pacific to acquire 
the Central Pacific: 

1, The intention of Government is 
that public interest shall prevail over 
self-interest. The public are interested 
in the best railway service swith the 
@reatest convenience to them. 

2. As to Southern Pacific Lines 
as they now exist, and service on those 
Lines: 

a. Coastwise, Southern Pacific 
renders the public a railroad ser- 
vice that is unified from Portland, 
Oregon, to New Orleans, Louisiana, 
traversing by its well adapted lines 
the Pacific Coast tier of states, our 
southerly states along the Mexican 
frontier, and the’ states along the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

b. East and west bound, Southern 
Pacific is the distributing carrier be~ 
tween the railroads at Portland and 
Southern Oregon; ‘through Ogden, 
Utah, it is the distributor in connec- 
tion with lines through that gate- 
way, Union Pacific always first and 
foremost; and through El Pago in 
connection with all lines. 

,¢. By ownership, its oniy connec- 
tion east of ‘Portland, Ogden or El 
Paso is to ihe extent of its control 
of certain railroads in Texas ‘and 
Louisiana and the Morgan Steam- 
ship ‘Line, making what is. known 
as the Sunset ‘Route. Regardless 
of that ownership, the Southern Pa- 
cific, delivers freight and passengers 
to-all railroad connections at Port- 
land, Odgen or El Paso and receives 
freight and passengers irom all of 
them. é aie 
3. Mia :Ogden, Southern Pacific and 

Union “Pacific have ‘been close and 
friendly ‘connections ‘from the time the 
Overland-Route -was first opened and 
they ‘so. continue .at ‘this ‘time. : Any 
competent management .of Southern 
Pacific will --contisiue : those .-friendly 
tela ons because ‘they are. natural and 
proper -and-to-the -self-interest of-both 
companies, while also :to:the advantage 
of the public, for. the Ogden route will

pressed as motives ‘for the Union Pa- 
cific to seek ownership of the Central 
Pacific, and further, that if Southern 
Pacific as it now exists had attached 
to it the Rock Island System or some 
other, such new relation might alien- 
ate Southern Pacific's friendly interest 
from the Union Pacific. 

But Southern Pacific has not sought, 
and is not seeking, ownership of oth- 
er lines, but merely asks that South- 
ern Pacific. Lines as now in existence 
be allowed to remain unbroken, that 
the public may have the advantage of 
its unbroken public service as a public 
carrier rather than substitute for it a 
disrupted service under two carriers. 


Example of Disrupted Service 

4. As to disrupted service, consid- 
er this one phase of the situation as 
it affects the State of Oregon south 
of Portland: If Central Pacific be 
torn from Southern Pacific Lines, then 
Tehama would be the point on South- 
ern Pacific lines in California nearest 
to the Oregon boundary. Tehama is 
191 miles away from the Oregon 
boundary. 

Suggestion has been made that by 
some plan the 191-mile gap might be 
bridged under joint rights of opera- 
tion, This merely substitutes some 
uncertain rights of ownership for di- 
rect ownership, It is a confession 
that troublesome substitutes . would 
have to be attempted to take the place 
of that ownership and. responsibility 
to which the public are accustomed. 

Every shipper knows what it means 
to deal with two carriers on any giv- 
en question of service compared with 
dealing with one carrier, other condi- 
tions equal. As a business question, 
everyone knows that when the busi- 
ness on and over a given piece of 
railroad is split between two’ carriers, 
neither has the direct. interest in it 
that one -carrier operating the same 
piece of track would have. Further, 
a divided interest demands employes 
avho must be neutral and offend necith- 
er interest, but the public do not like 
neutrality, preferring activity and en- 
etgy as more to the public interest. 

Beyond this any railroad man 
knows,’ and most business men, that it 
is not a’ practical thing to give! an- 
other ‘company the main ‘lines from 
Oregon-California State boundary to 
Roseville. Junction in’ California | via 


siChico,-and from: Sacramento through 


Stockton ‘to Fresno: and ‘Goshen, .489 
miles, without interfering. ‘with .. the 
présent’ service, for, the service “must 
‘then. ‘be ‘given “by ‘two companies in- 
stead: of by one... It is useless’ to sug 
gest that this would.improve the ser- 


vice given the public, whatever com- 
bination or arrangement is made short 
of the Southern Pacific retaining these 
lines in its control. What is true 
of this line is equally true of the local 
business generally. The communities 
will have to look to two companies 
for their service whore now they hold 
one responsible; and would have to 
expect re-routing of freight and pas- 
senger trains, and changes of cars at 
junction points except where extraor- 
dinarily heavy business would war- 
rant joint through service. 
Pacific Railroad Acts 


6. The Pacific Railroad Acts did 
not call for operation of the Central 
Pacific and Union Pacific as one con- 
tinuous line in the sense of ownership, 
but did provide that, so far as the 
government and public were concern- 
ed, these lines should be operated as 
one connected, continuous’ line, sa as 
to prevent either company from break- 
ing the line by putting obstacles in 
the way which might prevent continu- 
ous movement. Those were the days 
before shippers enjoyed the right to 
route their freight. The railroads in 
those days designated the routing. 
The present long distance ticketing, 
too, was largely unknown. Today, on 
the contrary, every shipper routes his 
freight over the line he designates, 
demands a bill of lading showing that 
routing and it is given him freely. 
This the law requires and it could not 
be withheld if the railroad wished to 
withhold it. Hence.the flow of traf- 
fic over all lines and by any route is 
free and open wherever the tariff rates 
are in effect as the law requires. Like- 
wise the passenger is ticketed by any 
route he or she desires over any. of the 
lines. Passengers and freight have 
always moved via Ogden in through 
cars and trains just as if the Union 
Pacific -and Southern Pacific were one 
continuous line. A 

The Pacific Railroad Acts require 
simply that the line from Omaha to 
Ogden and Ogden to San Francisco 
should be operated as one connected/ 
continuous line without discrimination 
of one road against the other, no mat- 
ter who operates them. Remember, 
however, the Court did not justify its 
recent decision by any reference to 
the Pacific Railroad Acts.."Neither did 
the Court make any mention of the 
Transportation Act of 1920. The de- 
cision was expresslv. placed upon the 
Court’s construction -of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act, and that alone. That 
Southern Pacific’ has at all.times per- 
formed its duties “and obligations un- 
der. the.-Pacific “Railroad Acts was 
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acknowledged by Union Pacific of- 
ficials in their testimony in court. 

It was clearly contemplated by Con- 
gress that the through line might be 
operated in separate ownership ‘by 
two companies, for Congress by the 
Act of May -6, 1870 fixed the common 
termints and point of junction of the 
Union Pacific with the Central Pacific 
at a point rear the station at Ogden 
within the limits of nine sections of 
land described in the Act, and author- 
ized the two companies to enter upon 
and possess these lands in equal 
shares. 

Shipper and Traveler Governs 


7. Vhe same policies and public 
needs and legal requirements which 
have obtained compliance with the 
terms of the Pacific Railroad Acts 
during the past fifty years may be 
relied on for compliance during the 
years to come. In this respect also 
conditions have so changed that it is 
the policy of shippers and travelers 
that governs the carriers, making the 
future secure in any event. The sug- 
gestion that in order to comply with 
the Pacific Railroad Acts the Central 
Pacific must be torn from Southern 
Pacific is without merit, and especial- 
ly so-with due regard to the public 
interest, 

Southern Pacific could not of its 
own motion divert a ton of freight or 
a passenger from the Union Pacific, 
and neither could the Union Pacific 
sa divert from Southern Pacific, if 
the shipper or passenger stipulated 
for movement oyer the Central Pa- 
cific, or Union Pacific, or both, Hence 
there can be no such thing as closing 
a. gateway or restricting its use. 

The business fact is the Central Pa- 
cific as a_ name has dropped out of 
the talk of the shipping and traveling 
public, having been revived only in 
connection with this litigation. It is 
and has been for so many decades 
operated as a part of the railroad sys- 
tem of Southern Pacific that the whole 
operation has been a unit built up to 
serve the people of the Pacific Coast 
along its lines, and by general con- 
sent it is well fitted to that service. 

_ 8 Every device suggested for tear- 
ing asunder this system is in the na- 
ture of a mere makeshift. The fact 
is that if such were undertaken it 
would be necessary first for Southern 
Pacific Company to get rid of the 
Central Pacific, with or without a buy- 
er, The Central Pacific would then 
have to connect up its separate lines 
and rearrange its terminals in order 
tO connect up its service. Southern 
Pacific, likewise, would have to find 
means of connecting its separated ter- 
minals and separated Hnes in order 
to complete its service. Both woutd 
involve expenditures from which the 
public would derive no benefit. - After 
it was-all done they would have no 
better Hine service than before, . but 
would ‘have to deal with two lines -in- 
stead of one. Then, to-run the roads, 
new operating. organizations ‘would 
have to be created, for. the present 
operating divisions and ‘train. runs 
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would become misfits. The breaking 
up of the lines would -be*witnout any. 
relation to present division and train 
arrangements, This would seriously 
affect the yard, engine.and trainmen 
and undo for them also much that has 
required years to achieve. 

9 What can_ the public bain by 
such a change? Everywhere from 
Portland to San Francisco, San Fran- 
cisco to Los Angeles, Los: Angeles to 
Yuma and beyond, the public asl 
what can they possibly gain? 

The answer once more is: The pub- 
lic have nothing to gain by breaking 
up these properties, and stand only to 
lose by the complications that would 
follow. The fears of our Union Pa- 
cific friends do not justify visiting the 
penalties of that fear upon those who 
have done nothing to deserve them.

One of the most remarkable fea- 
tures of the trip of the Southern Pa- 
cific Prosperity Special was its run 
around the Horse Shoe Curve, west of 
Altoona, in Pennsylvania, where the 
train was moved with six monster lo- 
comotives—two in front, two in the 
center and two-pushing. At various 
points, motion picture’ cameras 
snapped the train on the Curve and 
it was said by many onlookers that 
it was one of the most inspiring and 
majestic pictures ever witnessed. 

By reason of the care which had 
to be exercised in the handling of 
such a heavy train, its- movement had 
to be made.in daytime only. It left 
the Baldwin Plant at Eddystone, Pa, 
just_outside of Philadelphia, at noon 
on Friday, May 26, in the ‘presence of 
a large gathering of distinguished peo- 
ple from all parts of Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, New York .and other 
nearby states, On ‘each locomotive 
was an experienced engineer of The 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, who was 
in personal charge of this locomotive 
until the final terminal was reached. 

Commenting on the train, the Bald- 
vin Works’ bulletin said: 

“These locomotives are to be used 
in heavy freight service on heavy 
‘grades in the far West. They -are 
carried on-five pairs of driving wheels, 
with a two-wheeled ‘truck ‘at the front 


and rear. -The large. amourit. of . 


weight onthe driving wheels ..gives 
great hauling” capacity, while “the 
trucks support the ends /of the loco- 
motive and guide it-into curves and 
switches, . :

the cylinders... An auxiliary.engine, 
known -as‘a “booster”; :is:attached to 
the rear truck, ‘for increasing the haul- 
ing power when starting heavy trains 
and climbing steep grades. ‘The loco- 
motive is reversed by a power-oper- 
ated device which ‘retieves ‘the engineer 
of considerable manual labor. 


“The. tender has a ‘large cylindrical 
water tank, and a smaller tank-at the 
front end, which carries the oil fuel, 
The total length of each - locomotive 
and tender is nearly 100 feet, and the 
total weight, loaded: and ready for 
service, is 621,000 pounds. The weight 
of this train without the pulling and 
‘pushing -power, is therefore in -excess 
of 6,000 tons.”

gers, but the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany has other constructive activities 
designed to build up the territory it 
serves. It is the purpose of the Com- 
pany to increase the productivity of 
the states in which its lines are: loca- 
ted, To that end it does a great deal 
of pioncer work in the establishing of 
new industries in its territory, and to 
increase the returns from the soil. 

Many new ‘industries requiring spur 
track facilities are located on our lines 
each month and many other industries 
not requiring such facilities are also 
assisted in finding locations suited to 
their individual requirements. 

Back. of these endeavors is an in- 
teresting story. The Southern Paci- 
fic Company maintains un industrial 
department whose duty it is to induce 
new industries to establish themselves 
in the territory served by the Com- 
pany—Oregon, California, Nevada, 
Utah, Arizona and New Mexico. 

The work of the Industrial Agent 
covers a wide range. He has to have 
a jarge fund of information available 
concerning the territory served by the 
Southern Pacific Lines. He is able to 
act in an advisory capacity in assist- 
ing prospective industries in locating 
where conditions are most favorable 
for successful operation. He works 
as an intermediary between the pro- 
ducer of raw materials and the man- 
ufacturer and so “puts money in 
everybody's pockets.” 

Hf the Company learns that a man- 
ufacturer is thinking of moving his 
plant or of establishing a branch plant, 
he is furnished information as to suit- 
able sites and complete ‘data is given 
him-as to conditions affecting. his par- 
ticular industry. He is advised as to 
the location of raw materials, prin- 
cipal markets,.the best points from 
which to make distribution -of | the 
finished products, distances, -time.in 
transit, svater supply, | fuel, electric 
power supply and the’ cost -of same, 
cost of -sites, labor and ‘living :condi- 
tions in the various localities, climatic 
conditions, freight “rates, etc. Surveys 
of the: situation are made if ‘the owner 
of a prospective. industry -has:a tenta- 
tive-intention of locating in a definite 
locality. .; “

terial, furnishes them necessary in- 
termation. as to location, length or 
haul, costs of various kinds, etc., and 
the result is that new plants are es- 
tablished in the West to take advan- 
tage of the new. supply. Frequently 
eastern manufacturers request’ infor- 
mation as to thé location of some raw 
material in the West. The material 
tiay “be hard to find but the search is 
kept up until the desired information 
is secured. The Company has a geo- 
logical department which assists in 
this work. 

The Southern Pacific . Company 
(Pacific System) -has an industrial de- 
partment at San Francisco, and one in 
Los Angeles, the latter under C. R. 
Smurr. The Industrial Agents are 
charged with the duty of looking 
aiter “industrial - matters" ~ which 
means anything that will build up the 
cities, towns and communities-on Sou- 
thern ‘Pacific’ Lines. 

‘In addition to:these ‘two offices. that 
handle -industrial .matters exclusively, 
we Jhave ‘our main-‘general: offices ‘at 
San: Francisco-‘and ‘general ‘offices at 
Los Angeles, Portland, --Reno~ ‘and 
Tuscon, ‘and a giance at the map will 
give one an idea how ‘many agencies 
we have in the ‘six ‘western states 
served -by the’Company’s. Pacific ‘sys- 
tem: one eed 
We also have. commercial”: offices 
throughout’ the world, including Lon- 
don; Liverpool, ‘Paris,’ Genoa, “Ham- 
burg,’ City ‘of Mexico,:Havana and 31 
of the ‘Jargest-cities“'in’’ the "United 
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States éast of Ogden and E1 Paso and 
north. of Portland. ‘Kach of these 
commercial offices have representa- 
tives that travel in their respective ter- 
ritories, soliciting business, and one 
of the most important duties they 
have is to solicit people and industrics 
to locate in the cities, towns and com- 
munities along our line, in order that 
they and their erivirons may grow 
as, tapidly and substantially as poss- 
ible. 


Work With Communities 


On the Pacific System sve work 
very closely and do team work with 
the various Chambers ‘of.-Commerce, 
state and county officials, banks, -real 
estate men, business’ firms, clubs, and 
all kinds of organizations created for 
up-building the West. Without a :thor- 
ough understanding and’ team-work 
among all concerned, we could -not 
possibly. obtain the satisfactory | re- 
sults we are getting. This is a com- 
munity work that we are all vitally 
interested in, 

in handling these important matters 
we keep before us the absolute neces- 
sity of guarding the manfacturers’ in- 
terests and see that he is located.on 
the Proper site, in the proper locality 
with respect to the requirement of the 
particular industry and at no excess- 
ive cost, because the prosperity of that 
industry means prosperity to the com- 
munity and our Company. 


Results Obtained. 


To give an idea of the result of 
good team work the following inci- 
dents, which happened yesterday and 
today, are cases in point:— 

In April we received word that a 
manufacturer from the East would 
arrive in San Francisco on a: certain 
day. Ten minutes after that gentle~ 
man reached his hotel we were talk- 
ing with him on the telephone. He 
seemed very much pleased and’ re- 
marked, “You people out here on the 
Pacific Coast must have a’ iwonderful 
system and work fast as I only. reach- 
ed my hotel ten minutes Ago.” 

Today that gentleman, in company 
with another -member of his: firm, 
called at my office again desiring ad- 
ditional information, some of which I 
will ‘obtain from the Chamber of 
Commerce. A real estate man, who 
specializes on industrial property and 
in‘ whom I have implicit confidence 
happened in while we were in confer- 
ence cand with their permission, ‘he 
was called into joint conference, 

We ‘went over blue prints, discussed 
freight “rates, labor conditions, loca~ 


. tion of ‘raw materials, distribution. of 


at along 
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finished product, cost of sites and 
many other items—enough to ‘kecp 
them busy while additional informa- 
tion is being obtained. 

A short time ago a large manufac- 
turing concern in San Francisco re- 
cetved notice to vacate their present. 
premises, because it was wanted for 
the owner’s use. We got in touch 
with the local manager, and with him 
looked over the various. locations. 
Then a capitalist, architect and con- 
tractor were gotten ‘together so when 
an executive from the home office in 
the east arrived we were ready for 
him, He was.shown the various sites, 
one of which he selected.. A suitable 
building will be-erected and the firm 
will be housed satisfactorily with a 
ten year lease and will enjoy gilt edge 
Southern Pacific service. 

About a year ago we discovered 

that the only known deposit of a min- 
eral“on the Coast was .so located on 
the Hine of one of our competitors 
that we obtained no traffic in its 
distribution, We started a search for 
this mineral on our lines, 
-- Wee commenced to let our wants 
be known. among our own people 
along ‘the Line; the result being that 
one of our-agents sent us samples of 
the.-mineral -found in’ his. territory, 
which proved to ‘be of the best quality. 
The supply is reported to be large. 
The broker handling such material left 
last night to make personal investi- 
gation and to place an order for 500 
tons for a manufacturing concern. 

The office of one of our General 
Agents in the East, advised us some 
time ago that if we could locate a 
certain material close enough to San 
Francisco Bay he felt that a large 
manufacturing concern would estab- 
lish a factory on the Coast. Through 
a-friend we found a miner, who 
brought us samptes today of what 
we think will be just what is required. 
We sent it to our Genera! Agent 
in the East today by express, and 
will keep sending him samples until 
what .the manufacturer desires is 
found, or he tells us to quit. 


Another Instance 

A few months ago one of our peo- 
ple learned that a well-known 
corporation, manufacturers of light 
auto delivery car bodies wished te 
establish a branch on the Coast and 
Jater on another. Without question- 
ing me he made an appointment for 
me to meet the sales manager. The 
followingday -he notified me of the 
appointment. In a short time a gen- 
tleman, seeking an investment, bought 
a parcel of land opposite the Ford 
Motor plant and constructed on it a 
suitable building for the car body peo- 
ple. J was in the building a few days 
ago and he excused himself while he 
answered a, phone call. It was a re- 
quest from San Jose that he send 
across the street to the Ford plant 
for a chassis and place a certain -kind 
of a body on it and have it ready 
by 10:0’clock the following morning. 
When the manager finished -his tele- 
phone conversation he explained to 
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C.:R. SMURR :

me that ‘there ‘would’ not be five min- 
utes ‘delay :to.-the.man sent to get 
the vehicle. It.would be ready for 
him .when -he called. » This efficiency 
was obtained because of the. proper 
plant location made possible by ‘South- 
ern Pacific co-operation.” 

I remember very well locating this 
plant. The building contractor, rep- 
resenting the capital, the sales man- 
ager representing the firm, our en- 
gineer and, myself met on the ground, 
decided on how the building should 
be placed and how the spur track 
should be constructed to serve the 
plant to the best advantage and to- 
day they have exactly what they 
wanted and in the exact spot. They 
are entirely satisfied. In locating 
their Los Angeles plant this was all 
remembered and they enjoy Southern 
Pacific service in that city. 

While writing this article a friend 
of ours, called for the express pur- 
pose of telling me of a friend of his, 
a manufacturer, who now had an op- 
portunity to sell’ his present build- 
ing, which -he desired to do, as his 
business had grown so much he felt 
the need of a farger plant with spur 
track facilities. He requires about 
40,000 sq, ft. of space. We will get 
together today and 1 -think “1 kaow 
just the spot for him. . One of .the 
San Francisco banks. has control of 
the Jand and I -know of .a\ gentleman 
seeking an investment, who. will -no 
doubt buy the-fand anid construct ‘the 
building, if the manufacturer prefers 
to lease rather than -put. his own 
money in.-the land and building. 
And so. it/.is continuously.. We 
could not possibly «accomplish the -re= 
sults we ate. obtaining : without othe 
closest ‘kind of -cheerful co-operation. 
This /kind of work ‘is: gratifying as.it 
means’ the .prompt. and ‘satisfactory 
up-building of our Pagific Coast. |:

Heavy Movement Concentrated in Short Period of Time Proves Test of 
Organization to: Meet Extraordinary Service Demands 


OUTHERN -Pacific’s record of 
S transportation efficiency. -has re- 

ceived. another entry of good per- 
formance. 

The latest transportation problem 
to be solved successfully by the Com- 
pany was the handling of the Mystic 
Shrine Convention trafic in June, the 
heaviest passenger movemént of the 
year, .The results obtained compared 
favorably with those accomplished by 
the Company in the handling of the 
traffic from the Shrine at Portland 
and the Democratic National Conven- 
tion at San Francisco which came tu- 
gether two years ago, and the heavy 
traffic induced by the Panama-Paci- 
fic exposition in 1915. The 
Rotary Convention in Los -. 


while the occupants made a trip to Lake 
Tahoe... Two trains moved from our 
lines over the San Diego and Arizona 
to San Diego,.returning to our lines 
again at Los Angeles. .The itinerary 
of most of the Portland trains called 
for a stop of from thirty minutes to 
one, hour.at Shasta Springs, compli- 
cating matters somewhat, 


Own Special Problems 


All divisions had their. own ‘special 
probiems in connection with the move- 
ment,-all handied successfully. On the 
night of June 15th, 16 Shriner -trains 
and three sections of Coast Division 
Local Train 60 left Third Street sta- 


tion, San Francisco between the hours 
of 11-p.m,.and lam,’ That the Coast 
Division men had their hands full can 
be realized by the fact that nineteen 
trains were sent out in two hours time. 

The tocal traffic during the week 
was especially heavy as well as trav- 
el to Los Angeles and Portland. On 
the 15th there were ‘three sections of 
No. 54, two sections each of Nos. 110, 
102, 76, 86, 20, 2 and 12, three sections 
of Coast Division train No. 60. On the 
16th there were four sections of No.

No. 76 and two of No. 12. During 
the Shrine Conven- 
tion week six special 


Angeles, also held in June, 
besides a large increase in 
the regular traffic added to 
the difficulties ofthe Shrine | 
movement problem. 

With all concerned on 
the divisions and in the 
general offices - attacking 
the situation with the us- 
ual cooperative methods, it 
was handled in a manner 
that should bring satisfac- 
tion to everyone connected 
with the Company. No 
mishap of any kind oc- 
curred on our lines. 

A total of 108 special 
trains were handled by the 
Company in the Shrine 
movement, 62 special trains 
in the inbound movement 
to San Francisco and 42 
out bound.

Handling of Baggage

On the outbound trip the 
baggage had to be seggregated at the 
baggage room at the Ferry Building 
taken across the Bay and placed aboard 
the proper trains. The similarity of

Ten trains 
of 107 cars were parked at Fourth and 
Brennan streets, San Francisco, and 
the members of the Temples carried by 
these trains lived in the cars during 
the convention «week, The arrange- 
ments for, parking these trains were 
carried out under Mr. Clapp’s direc- 
tion, These arrangements included 
the provision for proper sanitation 
measures, lighting, heating, watering 
and icing. “The locomotives were left 
coupled with the train to provide the 
steam for heating, and fuel oil for the 


locomotives was 
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was another very active branch.of the 
service during the Shriner movement. 
The work of ‘keeping ‘the dining cars 
stocked, moving and in operation in 
order to take care of the regular traf- 
fic at this time of year is.a strenuous 
task, but. the added business of the 
Shriner. movement was handled most 
satisfactorily. 

A total of 235 dining cars were used 
in the Shrine special trains passing 
over the Pacific. System, in the in- 
bound and outbound ‘movements, the 
Southern Pacific furnishing 162 of 
these. A total of 33,850 meals were 
served on the Shrine train diners, and 
during the convention week, 41,973 
meals were served in the dining cars of 
the regular trains, 

Some of these dining cars were kept 
moving almost constantly. This is 
shown by the record of two cars which 
left Oakland June 7 for Salt Lake 
City to provide service for the Al Amin 
Temple. Inthe sixteen days follow- 
ing these cars were hauled in 14 differ- 
ent trains and traveled 5,835 miles each 
before finally reaching “home” again 
for a layover. ’ 

Dining cars arriving at the main 
commissaries such as Oakland were 
cleaned, iced, coaled, watered and 
stocked with fresh supplies of food 
and linen in many cases in less than 
an hours time. -As high as 37 dining 
cars were stocked at the West Oak- 
land Commissary in one day. 

Representatives of the Department 
were stationed at various points on 
the lines, in addition to the regular 
forces at the terminals, to care for 
cars which were “doubled” back be- 
fore reaching terminals. 

The laundry operated by the Com- 
missary department at West Oakland 
laundered as high as 45,235 pieces of 
Hnen in one day and averaged 40,000 
pieces of linen a day for five days. Din- 
ing cars were “deadheaded” to Chicago, 
Omaha, Pueblo, Salt Lake City and

“to San™.Francisco ‘and on, the ‘return 


movement some cars were “deadhead- 
ed”. back from: Chicago. an 
‘Between: May “25 and June’ 22 the 
Los Angeles Commissary was’ called 
upon ‘to provide 97 dining cars to 
handle the traffic caused -by the Shrine 
and Rotary Club conventions.’ This 
was accomplished -by “the trans- 
ferring of diners between ‘trains 
en route and close doubling in arid 
out of all diners arriving at terminals. 
Many compliments were received by 
Allan Pollok, manager |“ of ‘Dining 
Cars, Hotels, Restaurants and Rail- 
way Clubs and by his assistants for 
the efficient way in which the depart- 
ment functioned during the period of 
stress, 

Souvenir . menus were obtained 
through the Duplicating Bureau for 
this movement. They were very fine 
specimens of the printer’s art and add- 
ed a very attractive touch to the 
dining car service. ° 


Atlantic System 


The following from the Atlantic 
System “Bulletin” as a part of the 
story of the Shrine movement: 

“In connection with the operation of 
the large number of, special Shriner 
and Rotary trains during the month, 
the Passenger Department created sev- 
eral attractive innovations, which were 
apparently thoroughly enjoyed by the 
several hundred distinguished passen- 
gers forming the west bound aggrega- 
tions. Fragrant ‘Cape Jasamine buds 
were presented to all occupants of 
the specials, newspapers. were pick- 
ed up and distributed at all. news 
points. Reports of news happenings 
and sports were wired twice daily. to 
each train and bulletins issued, and on 
the Texas specials, both Shriners and 
Rotarians were given baggage “stick- 
ers” reproducing S. P. Medalion and 
showing hotel and room space.

APPRENTICE SCHOOL 


Eight young machinists were grad- 
uated this term from the Apprentice 
School at Roseville which is operated 
by the Southern Pacific in conjunc- 
tion’ with the regular courses of the 
Roseviile Union High School, 

Since this joint arrangement was 
entered into about four years ago very 
favorable comment has been made on 
the very systematic training ‘the ap- 
prentices were receiving by reason of 
the advantage offered for studying the 
industrial sciences in the high school 
laboratories under thorough instruc. 
tors. 

The courses offered at the Roseville 
school, under the instruction of J, W. 
Hanson, are the same as those giv- 
en in other Southern Pacific schools 
located at Oakland and Sacramento. 
The apprentices first go through a gen- 
eral trainingin problem and drawing * 
work after which they reach the trade 
course and training in blue print read- 
ing.

The term of 
apprenticeship is four vears for reg-

INKING the producing section 
L of intermountain states with the 

great markets of California, the 
Southern Pacific line between Ogden 
and Oakland—or San Francisco—has 
become one of the great development 
factors not only in the freight hand- 
jing but in actual growth of the Og- 
len, Utah, terminal as a center for 
livestock and grain shipments.

Shed room for 40 decks and shade 
trees in the feed lots-for. ‘lambs Jin 
the summer is a part -of these facili- 
ties. Six double deck chutes; . elec- 
tric Hights throughout, and excellent 
service day and night are other fea- 
tures that appeal to stock men: 


Ogden stockyards are located with- 
in Ogden switching limits and only 
a short walking distance from town. 
Excellent provisions have been made 
for the execution of contracts and 
giving information to caretakers con- 
cerning trains handling their «ship- 
ments. 

In addition to the important feature 
of feeding livestock in transit the Og- 
den market has become a factor in 
livestock selling. Livestock is bought

Boosters and Feed Water Heaters-—What 


: HE fact -that ‘the 50 ‘new :2-10-2 
type locomotives ‘being ‘delivered 
vto-the: Southern::Pacific: .

The: Booster, which consists ‘of a 
very compact two cylinder reciprocat- 
ing steam engine, is geared tothe 
trailing wheels of the locomotive. This 
little engine is used to assist the loco- 
motive in making a smooth start and 
a quick acceleration to road speed. It 
can also be used to assist the loco- 
motive on heavy .grades at slow 
speeds. At a speed. of: about 12 miles 
per hour the Booster is automatically 
thrown out of gear from the trailing 
wheel; hence. it is idle at higher 
speeds. The Booster Engine increases 
the tractive power (or pull exerted) 
in starting, approximately 19 per cent 
on this locomotive, 

The Feed Water Heater is a fuel- 
saving device recently developed, which 
is secured to side of boiler. This de- 
vice pumps the water from the tender 
and mixes it with exhaust steam, a 
portion of which is diverted from the 
exhaust nozzle; thus raising the tem- 
perature of the feed water before it 
enters the boiler.

Repairer at Oakland and the esteem 
in which he was held by everyone 
working under him was demonstrated 
at a banquet given in his honor at 
Hotel Oakland June 29 on the eve 
of his-retirement.

Began Service 1869 


On September .20, 1869, Mr. Brphe 
bright entered the shops of the Cali. 
fornia Pacific at Vallejo as a Bla 
smith Apprentice. Writing “on his 
early railroad experience he says: “In 
the Fall of 1871 the Central Pacific 
obtained control of the California Pa~ 
cific and the shop force was greatly 
reduced at South Vallejo. I was then 
sent to Sacramento and later to San 
Francisco and Oakland. In May, 
1892 I was sent to Fresno as Car 
Foreman and the following year was 
made Round House Foreman at that 
point where J remained until August, 
1898 when 1 was transferred to San 
Francisco ‘as General Car Foreman. 
I held this position until February, 
1900 when I was placed as Master 
Car Repairer on the Western Division 
at Oakland which position I held un- 
1il my retirement.” 

During his Jong period of service 
Mr. Englebright has had the oppor- 
tunity of witnessing a remarkable de- 
velopment in railroad equipment. He 
has watched the development of the 
air brake system on American rail- 
roads and in fact helped to install and 
try out the first Westinghouse air 
brake sent out West in 1871. 


Recalls Early Equipment 


The most interesting thing to Mr. 
Englebright is recalling the changes 
which ‘have taken place in railroad 
equipment with the growth of modern 
transportation methods. “When I 
entered the service,” he says, “the box 
carson the California Pacific were of 
8 tons capacity. and 24 feet long. On 
the Central Pacific they. were of 10 
tons capacity and from 24 feet to 2744 
feet in length. “The axle journals were 
34%4x5%4 inches which was the stand- 
ard cuntil 1875-6: when cars had the 
capacity ‘increased to 20 tons and with 
journals 4x7 inches. Compare this 
equipment to ‘the modern cars of 50 
tons. capacity and. from. 40.to 50 feet 
in‘léngths:. The same ‘proportions ‘have

It was prepared with a handle for the 
use of the brakeman in an emergency 
and also connected to the signal bell 
cord to the locomotive cab. The en- 
gimeer in an emergency could . pull 
the cord and set.the Creamers-on the 
train. In this way a good stop.could 
be made, but before starting again the 
Creamers had to be wound up. 


Air Brake Comes In 


“This arrangement continued until 
1871 when the Westinghouse straight 
ait brake «was introduced on passeng- 
er equipment and when.also the link 
and pin couplers were replaced with 
the first automatic couplers, These 
Miller couplers continued in’ service 
until 1901 when they were replaced 
with the Master Car Builders type of 
coupler .which is now-in general use 
on all passenger, freight: and locomo- 
tive: equipment.’

Antone D, “Silva, ‘retired: after : 45 
years, 7 months ‘service, was ‘for ‘the 
greater. part of his employment :1o- 
cated at the Oakland Mill. He.went 
to work as a Laborer on the Long 
Wharf at Oakland in 1876. 

Wenry G. Holtenbeck ‘began his -ser- 
vice as Fireman in 1877 on the North 
Shore Line, now a ‘part of the North 
western Pacific. In 1880 he was trans- 
ferred to the Sacramento Division and 
in September of that year was made a 
Brakeman. The following. year she 
was promoted to Conductor’ which 
position he held at the time of his re- 
tirement after 45 years 2 months ser- 
vice. He is now living at Santa Cruz. 


John Harrigan 

John Harrigan was pensioned as En- 
gineer on the Western Division,. with 
43 years and 9 months.service. “He 
went to work in the West Oakland 
Round House in 1878 and in 1880 be- 
came a Fireman. His service as En- 
gineer dates from 1887.

MONG the interesting old relics 

of early day railroad equipment 

is the old wrecking derrick 
shown in above picture. The derrick 
has long since given way to its more 
powerful. steam brothers but up to 1873 
it was the only wrecking rig in oper- 
ation on the Central Pacific; -accord- 
ing to Henry Englebright, Master 
Car Repairer, West Oakland, who has 
{ust gone on the Southern Pacific 
Pension Roll after 53 years, of service: 

According to Mr. Englebright, this 
derrick was built at the Sacramento 
Shops in 1869-70 and was the first in 
ase on the Central Pacific Railroad, 
which lines have been under common 
management with the Southern Pa- 
cific since 1870. 

“Hight men were required to wind 
up a load on this derrick,” says Mr. 
Englebright, “and the maximum lift 
was a passenger car. truck. This seems 


mighty small when compared with the 
huge steam wrecking derricks of the 
present day which grab onto a locomo- 
tive and move ‘it around with ease.” 

The picture was taken near the 
original woaden bridge over the Sac- 
ramento River .which is shown in the 
background, 

Only four of the thirteen men who 
composed the crew when the picture 
was taken, July .1876, are now 
alive. They have -been retired from 
active service to ‘enjoy the results 
of years.of faithful service by -being 
placed on the - Pensioners’ “Honor 
Roll.” .B, H. Von Boden, Car Fore- 
man with 47 years one month serv- 
ice, is living in San Jose; Nelson W.
